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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that there is a size difference 
between the terms "feather fiber" and "feathers". However, such difference in the argument is not supported by applicants' specification, 
because nothing is said that feathers must be larger than feather fiber. Although applicants argue that Internal Journal of Material Science 
(Vol. 3, Number 2 (2008), PP 151-160) clearly shows the differences in performances of "feather fiber" and feathers", applicants fail to 
recognize that the argument is based on a reference that is not on record. Further, applicants fail to recognize that size is the reasons for 
the difference in performances. Regarding applicants' argument that Frederick and Wool et al. are not combinable because they are not 
pertained to the same field of endeavor, the examiner disagrees. Applicants must recognize that Wool et al. has already taught the use of 
feathers in a composite materials. Frederick is used to provide information on what constitute feathers. Motivated bythe expectation of 
success of producing the polymer composites of wool et al., it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in art to use the readily 
available feathers such as the chicken feathers as taught in Frederick to obtain the invention as claimed. In view of the reasons set forth 
above, claims 1-4, 11 -1 4, 17-21, 23-29 stand rejected for the reasons adequately set forth from the office action of December 1 5, 2008. 
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
